As to 
the device of Edwards not being implantable, Figure 6 clearly illustrates that this is not the case. As to claim 102, although Edwards does 
not disclose "a sensor that generates a signal that is indicative of a condi tion to be treated and a processor that is couple to the senosr in 
order to receive the signal from the sensor and that instructs the pump to infuse the drug at the desired rate through the first catheter and 
the second catether," this is why the claim was rejected under USC 103, as preseneted in the office action mailed 8/2/07, as the 
Examiner feels that the teachings of Cosgrove would make this limiation obvious when combined with the teaching of Edwards . 
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
